THE E TRAIN 

The management of Hampton Subway is 
considering changing the names of two of the 
routes because of the confusion being caused.

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PLANKING GETS OUT OF CONTROL 

A friendly planking competition at a local media 
company led to incidents of violence last week. 
A small group of employees were engaged in a 
“plank-off,” designed to see who could hold the 
plank pose the longest, when a disagreement 
broke out about what constitutes proper 
planking form. From there things escalated 
quickly, with members of the staff who were 
not involved in the “plank-off” taking sides and 
leading to an all-out brawl.

ANTI-DERBY RANT LEADS TO BAN 

Local financier and racehorse owner Sheldon 
Pferd-Reiter Ill was identified by officials as 
the speaker on a surreptitious recording 
disclosed last week. On the recording, Pferd- 
Reiter is heard shouting about his distaste for 
mint juleps, calling them “a shameful waste of 
perfectly good bourbon.” He then goes on to 
disparage wide-brimmed straw hats, wondering 
why anybody would wear something so absurd, 
and ordering his unidentified interlocutor not 
to dare appearing in public in such a hat. A few 
remarks on the recording suggest that Pferd- 
Reiter holds a low opinion of the “short people 
who ride around on horses,” and make clear 
his feelings for burgoo—‘I’ll be damned if I'm 
gonna eat that rancid hell-brew this year” were 
his precise words. Officials in charge of the 
Kentucky Derby reportedly expressed outrage 
over Pferd-Reiter’s rant and have summarily 
banned Pferd-Reiter from any and all Churchill 
Downs events for life. 


BRIDGE WORK AT ISSUE 

Shelter Island residents are up in arms and 
have asked for a cease and desist order 
against Old Man McGumbus, who has formed 
a group calling itself Bridging the Gap and 
announced the planned construction of 
a bridge connecting Shelter Island to the 
North Fork. This announcement included the 
release of completed designs that foresee a 
massive, double-decker suspension span 
crossing Gardiner’s Bay between Ram’s Head 
and Orient Beach State Park. Unbeknownst to 
anyone, McGumbus and his group had already 
obtained state and federal funding, as well as 
underwriting from several as yet undisclosed 
banks, banks that he would only characterize 
as “international.” The bridge is apparently 
planned as a joint public/private enterprise, 
and proceeds from tolls charged on the bridge 
will flow to McGumbus and his investors as well 
as the state. Shelter Islanders, who have long 
resisted efforts to build bridges to the rest of 
Long Island, regardless of the fork in question, 
went into opposition overdrive, and the police 
are considering whether to issue a stop work 
order against McGumbus. gp

ast week, as his last act before leaving office, 

Sag Harbor Town Mayor Robert Bujois 
announced that he had made an arrangement 
_ with New York City Mayor Bill de Blasio to buy 
the 32 horse carriages that take visitors around 
Central Park from in front of the Plaza Hotel on 
59th Street and Fifth Avenue and use them for 
the tourists in Sag Harbor. De Blasio is looking 
to phase out the horse carriages and replace 
them with electric cars for those rides. 

“I just felt so bad for those poor horses that 
now might have nothing to do,” Mayor Bujois 
said at a press conference yesterday. “And 
all those coachmen out of a job. And then | 
thought that sometimes opportunity just comes 
knocking. When it does, seize it.” 

Apparently, the Sag Harbor mayor’s decision 
was made without consultation with his fellow 
councilmen. A few grumbled about it when they 
first learned of it. But what’s done is done. As 
Bujois pointed out, if Sag Harbor didn’t do it, 
someone else will. 

Everything has been arranged. The horses 


Main Street Sag Harbor to Have Carriage Rides After Deal with 


and carriages will arrive in Sag Harbor and be 
ready to report for duty on Friday morning, 
May 23. There will be three different routes. 
Rides will take one half-hour and will leave from 
the foot of Long Wharf, next to the historic Sag 
Harbor windmill. One route will take tourists 
up Main Street to the Whaling Museum and 
Customs House, then down Garden Street to 
Long Island Avenue and back. A second route 
will go up Main Street but continue on Madison 
Street and up to the Boaz Vaadia statue in front 
of the former church there, then left to Turkey 
Hill and then down through to Billy Joel’s house 
on Bay Street and then home to the wharf. The 
third route will head to the left down Bay Street 
into the historic former Underground Railroad 
freedom trail district, then up Jermain to Otter 
Pond and home. 

“We did make a change in that third route,” 
the mayor said. “Originally we had it going up 
one side of Mount Misery and down the other, 
but as some of my colleagues pointed out who 
are familiar with horses, this would be too hard 
a pull.”

carriages will line up for muster on Long Wharf 
in the morning, and they will be leaving at 
15-minute intervals to head out on the routes: 
At the end of the day, all the horses will trot 
over to one of the prominent horse farms in 
nearby Bridgehampton, where it is expected 
that either Matt Lauer or Madonna, who both 
own horse farms there, will provide stalls and 
stables. All the carriages will be lined up side- 
by-side on Long Wharf, 16 on each side, every 
night. That alone will be quite something, and 
most certainly a photo op. 


The horses and carriages will arrive 
in Sag Harbor and be ready to report 
for duty on Friday morning, May 23, 
in time for Memorial Day Weekend. 


A few of the carriage drivers are currently in 
Sag Harbor. As the service continues in Central 
Park for the present time, they come out four 
at a time to go over the three different routes. 
The reduction in the city from 32 to 28 is hardly 
noticeable. 

This reporter interviewed one of the carriage 
drivers, Carlos Masomenos. “Each of the three 
routes is very pretty,” he said. “I’m glad they 
decided against Mount Misery. And of course | 
am very glad we will be able to continue offering 
’ our services to the general public.” 

At the press conference, the mayor was asked 


how he intended to deal with the problem 
of horse poop and liquids that emit 
frequently from the back of horses. 

“I am very disturbed about this,” the 
questioner said, who identified himself as 
a store owner on Main Street. “We can’t 
be selling dresses or hats with that smell 
out in the street.” 

But the mayor had _ thought of 
everything. He too had wondered about 
that. But he had learned that such horse- 
and-carriage rides have been going on for 
years in Charleston, South Carolina, so he 
went down there to. see how it was done. 

“The streets are fine,” he said. “The 
horses have bags under their behinds for 
the hard stuff. And they have a special | 
chemical truck with a sprayer that is 
taken along these routes to wash the 
streets clean of bad liquids. The liquids

go down the drain. They follow each 
route every hour. _ 

“They also have an interesting system 
for deciding which of their routes the horses 
should go on,” he continued. “And we will be 
adopting that here. All the drivers want the best 
routes each time. But you can’t have that. You 
know how, when you see the state lottery on 
TV, sometimes they pick a number from Ping- 
Pong balls inside a glass dome that are jumping 
around until one pops up? It’s a random 
thing. And everybody is happy with it. We’ve 


already ordered the dome and balls, and it will |

driver gets a ‘ticket’ that shows the route he’s 
supposed to be on in case he gets stopped.” 

“What if you start this thing,” another 
questioner asked, “and it turns out to be terrible.

“This is my legacy,” the mayor said. “The 
agreement is for five years and it starts Memorial 
Day Weekend. After that, you can do what you 
want.”

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Milking Robots 


A New Way to Milk Cows Sweeps the Nation but Not Yet the East End

here are several dairy farms in the 

Hamptons. One is Mecox Bay Dairy, a 100- 
acre spread in Mecox owned by Arthur Ludlow. 
Another is the Ty Llwyd Farm in Northville just 
east of Riverhead. A third is Goodale Farms in 
Riverhead. I spoke to Arthur Ludlow and asked 
him if he’s heard of or uses these new robot 
milking machines that are coming into common 
use. He says he knows of them, but doesn’t 
use them. 

“I have a license to sell raw milk,” he said. 
“People come here to buy the milk and the 
cheese I make from it. It might make sense at 
dairies that pasteurize the milk, but I don’t 
do that. I think pasteurizing kills some of the 
important healthy enzymes in the milk. Also, | 
like to care for our cows personally. Cleanliness 
is important and I watch over it.” 

The farm has 15 Jersey cows, and including 
calves and heifers, a total of about 50 head on 
the 100 acres. 

At his farm, and at other dairies that operate 
in the old way, the farmhands get up at 6 a.m., 


round up the cows, and lead them—willingly, 
since they are in need of milking—into the 
milking parlor, which is a barn with a milking 
stand in it. The cows head in side-by-side at the 
stand and farmhands milk them by grabbing the 
teats and releasing the milk into tubes that flow 
to bulk tanks. 

It’s hard work. Equipment can get kicked, 
the farmhands kicked, there are stalls to muck. 


_And it’s expensive. There are wages to be 


paid and sometimes accommodations made for 
bunkhouses. 

After the milking, the cows are led back to 
their stalls to be fed and then let out into the 
fields. Cows are milked multiple times a day. 

The new way to milk cows, according to 
a recent article in The New York Times, is 
with cow milking robots, which are now being 
purchased by farm owners in the Midwest and 
in New York and New England. 

These robots have already come into general 
use all over Europe. One of the best known 
is about four feet tall, is made of steel and 
looks something like robots that work on a 
car assembly line. It and its compatriots have

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innards that are part space technology, part 
Roomba (the vacuum cleaner robots), part 
laser and internet software, part surveillance 
camera and part suction devices. 

The cows love them. And they indicate their 
love when, at five in the morning and full of 
milk, they head happily over to the milking 
robot machine and line themselves up nose 
to tail to wait to have the robot milk them. No 
humans need to be there. 

The robots cost up to $250,000 each and so 
are an expensive investment. Some farmers 
initially feared that the cows would be scared of 
the milking machine. They’d pay all this money 
and the cows would shy away. A farmhand 
would show up and the cows would moo to 
get the milking done the old-fashioned way and 
come over to him. 

But that’s not what happened. 

The cows watched the robots at work and 
immediately caught on. This was an amazing 
thing to them. Now they wouldn’t have to 
depend on farmhands. They could feel the 
need to get milked—it can be painful for the 
cow if not done right (Continued on next page)

away—and on their own trot over and have 
the robot milk them whenever they wanted. 
Sometimes they’d get milked five or six 
times a day. 

The cow simply walks right into the space 
where she will be milked up close, personal 
and cozy like next to the robot. There is a 
robot arm that goes down in front and another 
robot arm that goes down in the back when the

robot senses there’s a cow there. So the cow 
stays there. 

The next thing that happens is that a laser 
arm scans the underbelly of the cow to map the 
shape of the udder and the location of the teats. 
Then a sprayer arm finds its way down under 
the cow where the udder is and sprays the 
udder with liquid antibacterial soap and water. 
This feels good. 

Next, the robot’s computer directs four 
sucker arms to slide up the teats and attach 
themselves. Then an engine starts up and 
sucks the milk out of the udder and sends it to 
a container attached to the robot. When there 
is no more milk, the robot turns off the engine, 
automatically disconnects the sucker arm, the 
bar arms are raised, the cow trots out into the 
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field and gets some grass to eat and the next 
cow trots into place and it starts all over again. 

In the course of a day, the frequency of the 
milking, the amount of milk milked and the 
amount each cow eats are monitored by a 
transponder necklace that each cow wears 
proudly around his neck. The number of steps 
the cow takes is recorded. The amount of 
stuff that comes out of the back of the cow is 
recorded and, using mathematical formulas, is 
weighed. The amount the cow eats is calculated. 
All of this is available to be seen on computers 
where humans can decide on food and exercise 
and other matters.

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Pretty soon, will human milkers be udderly obsolete? 


The farmer and his farmhands during this 
time are doing whatever else needs to be 
done: haying, planting, fencing, playing cards, 
watching TV, etc. and if there is a malfunction 
in the robot, an alert on their cell phones ring 
to inform them that the robot needs to be 
attended to. 

It’s like any machine, a farmer told the Times. 
It malfunctions occasionally. 

But this is far less troublesome and costly 
than milking the old-fashioned way. It’s cost 
effective. 

Organizations that care for the welfare and 
happiness of cows have expressed approval for 
the milking machines. The cows don’t have to 
stand around in pain waiting for the farmhands. 
The cows get to look outside while being 
milked rather than just at the front ends of their 
milking parlor stalls. Getting milked is now the 
responsibility of the cow. And they can. enjoy 
more personal interactions with the farmers. 

This creates a whole different relationship 
between cows and people, something especially 
important to change the ways of large 
commercial dairies where cows are treated like 
equipment for milk and just stay tethered up 
all day in their stalls waiting for humans to do 
milking, feeding and mucking.

ecords, they say, are made to be broken. 

We just don’t always know how quickly 
they'll be shattered, so the shockwave was 
shared by casual fans of the real estate game 
and industry insiders alike when The New 
York Post broke the news last weekend that 
the $120 million deal for Copper Beech Farm 
in Greenwich, Connecticut—which went down 
less than three weeks ago—had already been 
eclipsed as the most expensive residential 
property in the United States. East Hampton is 
home to the new champ, the 18-acre estate at 60 
Further Lane that sold for $147 million to Jana 
Partners hedge fund manager Barry Rosenstein. 


The beachfront property renowned for 
its stunning gardens was the former home 
of Tweedy, Browne Company managing 
director Christopher H. Browne, who died 
in 2009, and his partner, architect Andrew 
Gordon, who passed away last fall. Browne 
had originally bought the property in the 
late 1990s, 
old 1950s home with a new one designed 
by Gordon. 

The record-setting price tag certainly 
generated the first wave of excitement, but 
the East End real estate world has also been 
abuzz about the reports that no broker was 
used in the deal. Rather, Browne’s relatives 
directly sold the home, the Post later reported, 


and eventually replaced the 


to Rosenstein, who used to run Sagaponack 
Partners and came in at #29 on the 2013 Forbes 
list of Highest-Earning Hedge Fund Managers. 

Terms like “furious” and “crestfallen” were 
used to describe the reactions of brokers here 
on the East End. 

“You're in such rarefied air with this one, 
it seems like none of the regular rules apply,” 
says one broker, who spoke on the condition 
of anonymity. “Statistically speaking, using a 
broker gets you a higher price and the house 
stays on the market for a shorter period of time, 
so the idea that they could have gotten even 
more money by using a broker has its merits.” 

As for what the historic payout could do to 
other home prices here, particularly on the 
ultra-high end, the broker believes it’s a sign 
that Wall Street money is again ready to fuel 
the resurgence—and that will “keep things 
climbing across multiple price points,” he adds. 
But he offers a caveat. 

“When we’re talking about properties at this 
price level, properties with so many unique 
attributes—whethers it’s the location, the 
number of acres, if it’s on the ocean, if you’re 
next door to Jerry Seinfeld—the notion of 
‘comparable sales’ isn’t exactly applied the 
same way as in other types of sales,” the 
broker says with a laugh. “It is an interesting 
barometer of what the rest of the market 
will bear, however. Nothing, it seems, it out 
of the realm of possibility. Remember when 
Alex Rodriguez signed his contract with Texas, 
people were like, Are we really going to pay $250 — 
million for a baseball player? $25 million a year? 
And look what happened. 

“Prices have returned in a big way in the 


Hamptons already this year,” the broker 


continues. “And by all indications, it’s probably 
going to get hotter.” ga

Today is beautiful, and that means I’m 
involved in the environment. When the weather 
turns warm, | feel it all over, the realism of what 
I’m painting. 

Doesn’t the heat or other exterior elements 
make it difficult to paint? 

I have an air conditioner in my studio. It’s 
a controlled environment. | also paint with 
studio-consistent light. If it’s sunny or cloudy 
outside, it doesn’t matter with studio light. 

So what is it really that allows you to 
concentrate regardless of the weather and the 
outside? 

Maintaining concentration; I don’t answer the 
phone when I’m painting or talk to anyone. But 
it’s the “zone” I get into that’s essential. 

Is that like an altered state? An Alpha state? 

Yes. But the “zone” is like a self-discipline. 

When you’re in this state, how does the 
process of creation work for you? 

You're creating things that work together, 
using the right side of the brain. Then the 
process flows into the other side of the brain. 
I create composition, values and colors all at 
once. | start loose; as | polish the image, the 
style becomes tighter. 

I have always thought inspiration and 
creativity were connected.

Is your best work based on inspiration?

Of course, there 
were no seatbelts or ‘roll 
bars on these vehicles.

had dashboards that were festooned with all 
sorts of odd shaped protruding chrome radio 
knobs, steering wheel horn rings and assorted 
“futururama” jet shapes that were designed to

wow the car buying public. I believe it was the 
Ford Edsel that had automatic transmission 
push buttons smack-dab in the middle of the 
steering column. These were sure to give you a 
memorable tattoo on your forehead or chest in 
the advent of a frontal collision. 

Seatbelts hadn’t been invented yet and when 
Ford tried to put them in passenger cars, 
nobody bought them. Then again, that was 
the era of very popular Hollywood cowboy 
films, and when it came to car safety, American 
drivers were rough and tough cowboys on the 
range and a little naive about car safety. 

Also, pedestrians weren’t so well off either. 
All those period cars had massive chrome 
bumpers that were designed to look good 
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and offer a modicum of protection to a car’s 
bodywork, but could cause massive damage to 
one’s body if he were hit by a car. And some 
hood ornaments were like spears.

In some cases if the key. turns 
in the lock, as it did in the GM cars, your car’s 
steering wheel will also lock and you will lose 
all steering control. 

The accidents beg for an answer: Why on 
earth is there any device in a car that locks the 
steering wheel while it is in motion? Obviously, 
this steering wheel lock was probably put into 
cars to prevent it from being stolen. But I’m 
sure that, with our amazing electronics, the 
boy geniuses who design our cars can devise 
some better way to prevent our cars from being 
stolen. A steering wheel lock is old school and it 
has proven to be very dangerous.

I also believe that GPS navigation screens, 
which are mounted low in a dashboard and 
out of the driver’s highway line of sight, are the 
most dangerous device in new automobiles. 
The GPS is a great driving aid, but if you 
attempt to program it while driving, you may 
get to a different destination—the hospital. Cell 
phones, iPads, all great devices, but remember 
to keep your eye on the road and focus on what 
is happening outside your car and not inside. 
Sixty miles per hour of forward motion should 
be taken seriously and is very unforgiving. @&

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How to Get a New Lawn Mower

About this time of year, 
the regular guy on Shelter 
Island starts seeing himself 
on a new John Deere riding 
mower, complete’ with 
drink holder, GPS, and 
wi-fi access—so he can 
communicate _ instantly 
with other Island lawn 
masters. Yes, men. get 
starry-eyed for that new deluxe mower. They 
touched it in the store. The smooth, glossy new 
paint and the soft, luscious curve of the chassis. 
They’ve touched that bright yellow seat, felt the 
foam padding and stitching and flipped onto 
the seat to feel the ergonomic design with its 
tilling adjust features. I thought I'd give the guys 
a few pointers on how to get the expense past 
the Island woman.

throughout the weekend, both on llama and on 
sheep, and | provide a majority of the varied fiber 
livestock that we have in the pasture area for people 
to visit.” 

The two-day event will feature more than 20 
vendors, as well as a variety of demonstrations, 
including the always popular llama obstacle course. 
“You can see everything from start to finish, from 
the animals to the sheering to the carding, spinning, 
knitting, weaving and dyeing,” Haubold says. “It’s 
really a fun, interactive day that seems to appeal to 
everybody, whether you're involved in the industry, 
or just a family who wants to come and see the 
animals and enjoy a fun, open day out.” 

“For people to come and actually see that animals 
produce these fibers that create these wearable 
pieces of art, like sweaters and things, is really a 
great experience,” Motschenbacher says. As always, 
the fair will be hosting the region’s top fiber guilds, 
including the Basket Weavers Guild of Eastern Long 
Island, the Peconic Ruggers Guild, the Eastern Long 
Island Knitting Guild, the Spinning Study Group of 
Long Island and the Eastern Long Island Quilters 
Guild. “Some people think they have to be a knitter 
or a weaver to enjoy this kind of thing, but that’s not 
the case at all,” she says. “We really strive to make it 
approachable for everyone, so that even if you are 
unfamiliar with these art forms you can still enjoy the 
fair, learn something new, get up close to the animals 
and see what they’re all about.” 

“I operate as a vendor, as part of the 
event, as well as an organizer,” Haubold says. “We’re 
giving people in the fiber business, as independent 
artists, a really inexpensive opportunity to be able to 
share their wares to the community” 

In addition to the craft and supply vendors, 
Riverhead’s Maple Tree Catering will be on hand 
providing food. “They specialize in barbecue but 
they'll have a lot other options and lighter fare such 
as salads and wraps and some of their vary delicious 
soups available,” Motschenbacher says. 

Hallockville Museum Farm expects about 1,200 
people over the two days. “We always hope that it 
will grow each year in terms of attendance, and each 
year we have been fortunate,” she says. “The word is 
definitely getting out and people are coming to this 
fair as a destination to learn more about these folk 
art forms and to just to enjoy a nice spring day out 
on the farm.”

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re we there yet? It's a question that has been on everyone's 
mind since 2008, the destination being the real estate market 
heights that the Hamptons enjoyed before the economic 
downturn that took the real estate industry, like so many others 
for a bumpy ride. Now, six years later, signs are suggesting that 
we're back. 


“I's been our time since the beginning of the year,” says Gary DePersia, 
Licensed Real Estate Associate Broker with The Corcoran Group. “I’m not a 
statistics guy, but | will tell you that prices are definitely back. | don’t think there 
were any bigger prices then than we have now. We've had benchmark sales 
over the last four, five, six months, even before that, for properties that in 2007, 
at the height of the market, might not have achieved those levels. And demand 
is certainly there. To me, it's as busy now as it ever was at the height of the 
market. Now, that’s not to say that there aren't pockets of the market that aren’t 
doing as well or the numbers are the same, but prices are definitely back—and 
in some cases, higher.” 


As we head into summer, the positive industry vibe is hard to ignore. “It's going 
to be the biggest season ever,” prognosticates Jeffry Collé as he enters his 36th 
year as one of the leading design-builders of luxury estates the East End. “This 
summer is going to be incredible. I've been plugged into the Hamptons real 
estate scene for three-and-a-half decades, and I've never seen anything like the 
level of interest I'm seeing in the market right now.” 


He is not alone in that sentiment, as enthusiasm for a strong summer and

beauty of the season. But some landlord- 
teNangttefationships spark less idyllic situations. The 
secret to success for both landlords and tenants is 
to set clear expectations before the rental period gets 
underway. If either party has false expectations, the 
summer can end with anger, arguing and possibly 
court. Before renting, discuss these topics and then 
have an attorney draft a lease accordingly. 


House Rules 

Are parties permissible? What hours is noise allowed 
(check the municipal town/village code for the law)? 
What about the number of unrelated individuals 
permitted at the premises overnight (share houses 
are often illegal)? Determine rules for storing vehicles 
(parking spaces), including street parking/permits. 
Are there rooms on the premises to which entry is 
not permitted (where the landlord stores personal 
items)? House Rules is a miscellaneous catchall for 
everything that is unique for a property, So use your 
imagination. 


Animals 

Certain animals cannot be precluded from a rental, 
and it's even illegal for the landlord to request a 
deposit for them where the tenant is disabled and 
requires the animal in order to equally enjoy the 
housing. Both an Emotional Support Animal and a 
Service Animal are protected by law. However, these 
protected animals are not pets, but instead an aspect 
of the tenant's being. It is perfectly acceptable for a 
andlord to either exclude pets from their property or 
to charge a deposit/fee for their presence.

Holdover 

A holdover tenant means a tenant that stays in 
possession after the end of the term of the lease. 
When is the lease over and how are the keys, 
garage door openers, etc. to be returned? Have 
your attorney negotiate the additional monies that 
the tenant will owe to the landlord if they stay past 
the end of the lease (courts permit two to three times 
the rent to be charged in this situation). Provide for 
reasonable attorneys’ fees and court costs in the 
event of an eviction. Know that there is a default 
reciprocal right to the tenant to also get attorneys’ 
fees incident to the landlord’s breaches if the 
landlord can sue for attorneys’ fees, even if the lease 
is silent as to the tenant’s attorneys’ fees. 


Notice 

How should the parties communicate? Make sure 
that there is a paper trail for all communications, 
such as requiring notice only by either certified 
mail return-receipt-requested or read-receipt email. 
Without a paper trail, the fact of the communication 
would be a matter of dispute. 


Added Rent 

What other items is the tenant required to pay for beyond 
rent? Items can include cleaning services, landscaping, 
garbage removal, utilities, pool upkeep, etc. 


Brokerage 

Who does the broker work for? Payment does 
not equal representation. In New York, brokers are 
required to provide an agency disclosure form that 
explains who they work for. If the broker doesn’t work 
for you, It’s imperative that you advocate for yourself 
in negotiating the rental. 


Security Deposit 

How much is the deposit and when will it be returned? 
What is the protocol for resolving damage issues — 
meaning, have the parties agreed on a licensed 
home improvement contractor, etc. to provide an 
estimated cost of repairs so they can avoid litigating 
this issue? Has a baseline property condition been 
established by way of pre-possession photographs/ 
writings? What is permitted damage (ordinary wear 
and tear)? If a rental needs painting or a carpet- 
Cleaning, does that constitute damage, or not? 


Care of Premises and Grounds 

Who is responsible for care of the premises, the 
landlord or the tenant (this can be situation based)? 
Is a third-party service provider to be used? When is 
access permitted and how much notice is required 
orior thereto? 


Assignment or Sublet 

Can the tenant transfer their rights under the lease to 
someone else if they have a change of mind? If so, 
is the tenant still on the hook for the lease or will the 
landlord discharge them through a novation? 


Rental Permit 

Many municipalities require a rental permit for a legal 
rental. Failure to get a permit may be a misdemeanor 
for both the landlord and the tenant. Both parties 
must obtain a copy of the rental permit, if applicable, 
prior to the tenant taking possession.

Not only was it challenging to 
envision yourself living in many of those places, but certain 
houses could even elicit a kind of sadness. They felt slightly forlorn, like they were 
waiting for something. That experience is becoming increasingly rare, according 
to multiple-time Dan’s Best of the Best winner Allegra Dioguardi, home-stager at 
Styled and Sold. How a home looks inside—the design and décor and feeling 
these elements create—have become critical components in the art of selling. 

“You want people to fall in love with a house,” she says. “You want them to be 
able to imagine themselves living in the house, to say to themselves, ‘If | lived 
here, my life would be wonderful.” 

Vacant, empty houses are harder to imagine living in (much less imagine as 
the key to a wondertul future) than are homes that have been carefully, tastefully 
decorated with an eye toward attracting future occupants. This is why home- 
stagers are frequently brought in to decorate both older properties and newly 
constructed homes—to allow customers to see how the spaces could be lived 
in, even before they enter the physical property. 

Yes, home selling is as immersed in the practices of the internet age as 
everything else. Dioguardi says most people under 50 do their initial real estate 
search online, arriving at the broker with a pared-down list of houses. “People 
get on their laptop and go through listing photos. They skip over houses that they 
don't like the looks of, so professional photos of well-staged homes are critical.” 
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Of course, the staging of a property itself comes first. Dioguardi, drawing upon 
30 years experience in the real estate business, describes home-staging as 
“selling a lifestyle.” 

That lifestyle can be created from scratch in a new home, but one that is 
lived-in can be idiosyncratic to the current owners’ aesthetic— perhaps too much 
So, SO a home-stager can be a crucial resource for neutralizing a seller's design 
choices that might not be to everybody's taste. 

“It's not personal,” Dioguardi laughs. “I've had clients with walls that were 
literally covered with deer heads, and that would not help to sell a house.” 

It's not about completely depersonalizing a house, she stresses, which would 
run the risk of making a home seem bland, but rather it’s about putting a house’s 
“best foot forward.” 

One area where a home-stager’s skills are also especially important is in 
managing awkward spaces. Not every house is perfect, but with a little staging 
finesse drawbacks such as an oddly shaped kitchen or the like don’t have to 
be deal-breakers. As Dioguardi puts it, the stager’s job is to “minimize flaws and 
maximize assets.” 

And what about the old cliché about staging a home by baking a batch 
of chocolate chip cookies and having the smell wafting through while the 
customers are looking around? 

“There's nothing wrong with baking chocolate chip cookies,” Dioguardi offers, 
“put it won't compensate for a home's flaws. Today's customers are a lot more 
sawy."@

ne of the true joys of the East End is 

its architecture, particularly as many 

of the highlights of summer take 

place in and around memorable East 
End structures. The rich visual diversity of history 
and design in the Hamptons has something for 
everyone—from Southampton’s Halsey House of 
1660 to the new Parrish Art Museum. 

Starting your drive in Quogue, head down Main 
Street past a church designed by Stanford White, 
going toward the historic Quogue Field Club and 
the Shinnecock Yacht Club of 1887. This historic 
area has many fine examples of turn-of-the-century 
summer-colony architecture. Then head east down 
Dune Road. This narrow strip of barrier land, up 
to Tiana Beach, has some of the most eclectic 
architecture you will find on the East End. All these 
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homes share the commonality of being designed 
for beach living. Dune Road offers everything 
from the shingle-style homes of the 1880s to the 
postmodern homes of the ’60s and the modern 
steel-and-glass structures of 2014. 

Next, it’s off to Southampton Village for a 
jaunt down Gin Lane. This street is filled with the 
homes of the old and new world titans of industry. 
The privet-lined street is comfortable with the 
juxtaposition of traditional gables and ultra-clean 
lines of modernism. There are few streets in the 
Hamptons where you can experience sights like 
the storied shingled gables of the Meadow Club 
and St. Andrew’s Dune Church, then turn the 
corner and walk past work by famous East End 
architect Norman Jaffe on your way past stunning 
modern masterpieces like Calvin Klein’s house. 


Arriving in Bridgehampton, take a right at the 
monument and head down Ocean Road, passing 
the colonial architecture at the square and the 
new Topping Rose House. First head south to the 
ocean, past Sam’s Creek. The last street on the 
left is called Surfside Drive. Head east. This tiny 
little street has the entire field guide to American 
architecture built on it. You start with shingle- 
style architecture and progress to everything from 
adobe-style architecture of the Southwest to one 
of the finest examples of Frank Lloyd Wright- 
inspired design on the East End. 

Turn around and head north to the storied village 
of Sag Harbor, where you will find homes of the 
great whaling captains dating back to the 1700s. 
This corridor leads to the main thoroughfare of 
historic buildings on Main Street. Go down to the 
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ESTATE ROAD. TRIP 


- Taking an Architectural 


Long Wharf and make a right past the renovations 
on the old Bulova Watchcase Factory. Make sure 
to stop by the Old Whalers’ Church before heading 
back south. 

The next village is Sagaponack, and a trip down 
Daniels Lane should not be missed. Heading 
east, you will pass original Summer cottages, 
shingle-style homes, contemporary architecture 
and hopefully a glimpse at one of the largest 
homes in America—the Rennert estate can best 
be seen getting out of the car and taking a stroll 
down to Peter’s Pond Beach. 

In the village of East Hampton, don’t miss 
the beautiful design of the Jewish Center of the 
Hamptons. At the duck pond, make a right toward 
Main Beach, and then enjoy the estate section as 
you take a right onto Lilly Pond Lane. This area is

home to some of the finest examples of East End 
architecture from every decade. 

After brief stops along Lily Pond Lane and Lee 
Avenue, head east again and look for Further 
Lane. Past the windmill behind the duck pond, 
Dunemere Lane, with its numerous Summer-colony 
homes from the Gilded Age, will lead you onto 
Further Lane and past the storied Maidstone Golf 
Clubhouse. 

Wind down the trip by heading toward 
Amagansett on Bluff Road. You will pass the 
community of Beach Hampton, which boasts 
the wild architecture of the ’50s and ’60s. Try to 
take note of perhaps the most iconic symbol of 
postmodern architecture of the 1960s—the home 
that famed architect Charles Gwathmey built for 
his parents. The house was extensively published,

and the angular structure catapulted Gwathmey 
into worldwide acclaim. 

Finish the tour by heading down the Napeague 
Stretch and out onto Old Montauk Highway. 
This windy, hilly, old cow path of a road holds 
architectural treasures that are best discovered 
from a slow-moving vehicle. View Carl Fisher’s 
Montauk Manor on your way out to Ditch Plains 
and the Montauk Association homes of 1881. 

End this fantastic journey in the shadow of the 
Montauk Lighthouse, which was commissioned by 
president George Washington back in 1792 and 
first lighted in 1797. 

Enjoy the ride! @

Jay and the Americans Serenade at Suffolk 


BY BRENDAN J. O’REILLY 


t was more than 50 years ago when Jay and the 

Americans, who are coming to Suffolk Theater on 
Saturday, May 10, entered the popular music scene, 
but the Americans are still as enthusiastic about 
performing. 

These days, the group does about 50 shows each 
year. “We would do 100 if we had the opportunity, 
because we’re crazy and we love what we do,” says 
Sandy Yaguda, an original American who is better 
known as Sandy Deanne. 

Deanne says the only reason they have stage 
names is because back when they got their start, 
there was no such thing as an unlisted phone 
number. “Our parents used to get calls in the middle 
of the night with girls giggling and hanging up,” he 
recalls. His father said he would kill him if his mother 
was woken up one more time. 

So Yaguda became Deanne, Howard Kirschenbaum 
became Howie Kane, Martin Kupersmith became 
Marty Sanders and Kenneth Rosenberg became 
Kenny Vance. 

“When we started out we were kids and had no 
intention of doing anything other than making a 
record,” Deanne says. “Three years later, it was a 
career.” 

Today, three of the four original Americans are 
together. Vance is now the frontman of neo doo-wop 
group Kenny Vance and the Planotones, which, like 
Jay and the Americans, has performed many times 
for enthusiastic Long Island crowds. 


There have been three Jays in the 
group’s history. The original Jay 
was Jay Traynor, who helped give 
them their breakout hit in 1962, 
“She Cried.” He eventually went 
solo and was replaced by David 
Blatt, who had been using the stage 
name Dave Black. To fit the bill, 
he changed the name to Jay Black. ; 


With Black, the group recorded a_ Jay and the Americans 


string of hits including “This Magic 
Moment” and “Cara Mia” before 
disbanding in 1974. 

More than 30 years later, a new lineup emerged. 
“This group has been together eight years as it is,” 
Deanne says 

Eight years ago is when Deanne successfully bid 
$100,000 to get back the name Jay and the Americans, 


which was held by Black. A bidder from Chicago had - 


offered more, but withdrew his bid before it was 
final. Deanne wanted to find out who and why. He 
got in touch with the bidder, John “Jay” Reincke, 
who explained that he had been performing Jay and 
the Americans songs for 30 years as a cover artist. 
But the same year that he bid on the name, Illinois 
passed a Truth in Music law that mandates a musical 
group must include at least one original member in 
order to use a preexisting name. 

Deanne and Sanders flew to Chicago to see Reincke 
perform and thought he was so good that they asked 
him to become their new Jay. “We call him ‘Jay 
Number Three,’” Deanne says. 


The new lineup didn’t go on the 
road right away. Deanne says they 
' agreed that if it wasn’t going to be 

| , great, they wouldn’t do it at all. “We 

+, 3worked six months in a rehearsal 
=hall, every day, killing ourselves.” 

Some audiences can be skeptical 
of Jay No. 3, but by the end of 
8 the show they give him a standing 

ovation, according to Deanne. “I 
know | sound like we’re tooting our 
own horn, but it’s been a very hard 
job to get to the point where he’s accepted.” And 
now even the other famous singers they encounter 
on the road believe in Reincke. “‘Whoa,’ they say. 
‘This guy’s got some set of pipes.” 

Deanne says the Americans consider what they do 
for a living to be a privledge, not an entitlement. In 
fact, he would do it for free. “Travel is what they’d 
have to pay me for,” he says, because that’s the only 
part that feels like work. Suffolk Theater is in driving- 
distance for the Americans, so they'll be taking their 
own cars and bringing their wives to enjoy the night. 

Suffolk Theater, with its intimate setting and table 
service, is the right venue for the mature audience 
Jay and the Americans attracts, he says. “They like to 
sit down and have a drink at a table like grown-ups, 
get a little something to eat and see a show.” gp

Jennifer Bartlett at the Parrish Art Museum

@@ The grid is everywhere,” explained Klaus 

Ottmann, from the hallway of the Parrish Art 
Museum, among a crowd who came for his talk 
and tour on April 27. Ottmann, currently a Director 
and Curator at Large at The Phillips Collection, 
was the Robert Lehman Curator for the Parrish 
Art Museum from 2008 to 2010 and is the curator 
of the current exhibition, Jennifer Bartlett: History 
of The Universe, Works 1970-2011. “The subject of 
her early work, the grid, gives a sense of place in 


her later work, embodied in the house,” Ottmann 
continued, as Parrish Executive Director Terrie 
Sultan pointed out the house-like structure of the 
Museum’s hallway, where exposed wood beams 
form an iconic house shape. Place became a major 
theme in Bartlett’s work, while the house became a 
motif that represented the universe—perfect in all 
of its imperfections. “It simplifies human existence 
while being very abstract,” Ottmann remarked. 
Bartlett was born in Long Beach, California in 
1941. She graduated from Mills College in Oakland 
and received an MFA from Yale School of Art and

Architecture in 1965. She settled in SoHo in 1968; 
a time when Minimalism and Conceptualism were 
gaining recognition. Influenced by both, Bartlett’s 
grid demonstrates self-imposed structure. From 
this rule-based construction, she allows herself an 
expressionist freedom, and freedom to incorporate 
both elements of representation and abstraction in 
sucha way that is constrained and yet unquestionably 
felt. Perhaps it is this push and pull, a tension 
between order and chaos, which has made her work 
so successful. Large-scale works in the first room of 
the exhibition seemed to change in mood along with 
the shifting of light caused by the passing clouds 
above the skylights. Bartlett’s diptych “Rose,” 2010- 
11, embodied beauty and gravity, with a somber 
undertone that seemed to come and go. 

“History of the Universe” is also the title of 
Bartlett’s intimate autobiographical novel, published 
in 1985, and from all of the paintings in the exhibition 
there is a sense of autobiography. “Five P.M.,” 1991- 
92, on loan from the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
is part of a series of 24 paintings made during 1991- 
92; each a 7’x7’ square, and each include two grid 
elements. Here, the overlaying grid of squares and 
the pattern-work grids within the lily pads create 
a flatness while the overhead perspective looks 
down into a koi pond. The fish seem to swim over 
and under the grid, as if it were part of the pond 
itself. There is a clock in the lower right hand corner 
revealing the time. 

“Something is usually wrong,” said Ottmann, of 
both life itself and of elements in her work, “The 
perfect shape of the house is distorted by what’s 
happening inside;” exemplified quite literally in 
“Double House,” 1987—an example of Bartlett’s 
innovative mixing of painting, which brushes up with 
photo-realism, and sculpture. Perhaps her repeated 
use of the diptych is a metaphor for the binary ways 
of looking at memories and events. 

Bartlett’s trademark steel plates come into play 
with “Atlantic Ocean,” 1984, (enamel over silkscreen 
grid on baked enamel steel plates) a massive work 
measuring 103”x 363”. Similar to “Rhapsody,” the 
1976 work first shown at Paula Cooper Gallery 
and has since graced the atrium of the Museum of 
Modern Art in 2006 and 2011, the white walls behind 
the steel plates become the grid. What Roberta Smith 
wrote in her 2011 review of “Rhapsody” for The New 
York Times can be applied to “Atlantic Ocean” as 
well: “The first impression overwhelms, yet the work 
unfolds intimately, plate by plate, in real time, with 
novelistic, cinematic and, as its title implies, musical 
overtones.” fi.

Hamptons Bulbs Are Blooming! 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Catalogues for fall-planted 
i bulbs arrive in the spring 


giving us the opportunity to 
GARDEN 


be the organized gardeners 
we Swear we will be. As spring 
bulbs begin to bloom, this 
is the perfect time to make 
note of the ones we like and 
have performed well, and to 
make lists for additions to the 
Eee garden in the fall. I know that 
we often order bulbs in a rush, 
and we impulsively pick the ones that are just too 
wonderful to pass up. While trying to remember the 
ones we liked so much in the spring, we wish we had 
- made that list. 

We buy bulbs thinking they should come up and 
multiply every year and are often disappointed when 
they do not. What did I do wrong? Where is that great 
double pink tulip that was there last spring? And 
what are these puny daffodil leaves with no flowers 
and these two large tulip leaves with no flower? They 
are the remains of the bulbs that you planted that do 
not rebloom and are just fading away. 

A lot of these disappointments can be avoided 
by carefully reading a good bulb catalogue because 
all bulbs do not “perenialize.” I recommend Bret 
and Becky’s Bulbs. They have a huge number of 
varieties, familiar and unusual, and a wealth of 
information and enticing photographs. Don’t get

lost in the photographs, however, the 
learning comes from reading all of the 
descriptions and other information. 

Look for the words “repeat bloomer” or 
“perenializer” or “perenializes.” Usually, 
the fancier the flower, the less it reblooms. 
Years of hybridizing has weakened the 
potential for repeat blooms. No more 
are those tulips of my childhood that 
are were there year after year, with a 
fragrance that beckons from yards away. 

The word “perennial” to a_ bulb 
company means, in some cases “forafew | 


years.” I do have daffodils in my garden May flowers 


that were planted years ago and are now 
huge clumps...oh that I had made one of those lists 
with their names! 

Repeat blooming is also related to soil, sun and 
watering conditions so plant carefully. In several 
clients’ gardens where I have deliberately planted 
daffodils chosen as perennials, after six years, they 
are doing well. 

Darwin hybrid tulips, Kaufmanniana and some 
heirloom varieties, which are listed as the most 
reliable perennials have lasted for only a few years 
for me. 

Several bulbs do repeat and grow larger clumps 
each year. Camassia, an indigenous bulb used for 
food by Native Americans, are too rarely used. 
Tiny, gloriously blue, twinkling chionodoxa are great 
rebloomers and clump formers, as are crocus. (If 
you have squirrels, plant the tommasinias variety, 


as they will dig up and eat the others. 

Squirrels replant one or two of mine 

in the middle of the lawn or driveway 

each year!) Muscari, of which there are 
more varieties than most of us know, 
do the same. A pale blue muscari with 
the chartreus lysmahcia groundcover is 
breath-taking and, to me, says “spring” 
like no other combination. Bellavalia 
= pyantha is a blue-black muscari look alike 
| Zand a very interesting addition tucked 
Z into other bulb plantings. 

I have had success with hyacinth non- 

scripta English Bluebells and the huge 

alliums. Be sure to try allium schubertii 
for a real spring surprise. And nectaroscordum. If 
you have not made one of those lists, you will really 
wonder what you’ve planted. 

For the bulb lovers, among us, a base planting 
of perennial daffodils, some supposed perennial 
tulips (knowing they will not be there forever) 
is a good idea. Daffodils are more reliable than 
tulips. (Gardeners often plant tulips as annuals, 
removing them each spring.) With this done, and 
THE LIST made, impulse buying is appropriate with 
the understanding that some other amazing ones will 
be needed next year!

This sweet honey cake from Salonika is found in a 
great number of variations among Sephardic Jews and 
the Greek Orthodox. 

Yield: About 38-40 pieces 


3/4 cup unsalted butter, melted 

1/4 cup canola or vegetable oil 

3/4 cup honey 

1/4 cup sugar 

2 large eggs, lightly beaten 

1 3/4 cups unbleached, all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 


Lightly grease a 10”x2” round baking pan; do not 
flour. 


Preheat oven to 300°. 


1. Put the cooled, melted butter in a large mixing 
bowl. Add the vegetable oil, honey and sugar and stir 
with a wooden spoon until thoroughly incorporated. 


2. Add the beaten eggs and stir to mix. Gradually 
add the flour together with the baking powder 
and carefully mix until ingredients are thoroughly 
incorporated. 


3. Pour into prepared pan and bake in preheated 
oven for 50 minutes to 1 hour. Cake is done when it 
pulls away from the side of the pan and the surface is 
a medium honey color. Place the cake pan on a cake 
rack to cool. 

Note: Traditionally the cake was left in the pan 


to cool completely then 
cut into diamond shapes 
for serving. Ravani can be 
prepared several days ahead 
and kept at room temperature 
or securely wrapped for the 
freezer. 


TAJU DE PYOTA 

Pyota is a Sephardic custard 
dessert, much like a flan sans 
caramel sauce. Prepare the 
dessert at least three days 
before serving for the flavors 
to mellow. Refrigerated it 
will stay fresh for a week or 
longer. 

Makes approximately 24 
diamond shapes

3 tablespoons unsalted 
butter 
10 large eggs 
1 quart milk, whole or 2% 
1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 cup honey 


Preheat oven to 500°. 
Prepare a bain-marie (water bath). 


1. Melt butter and pour half into a 10” or 12” 
round baking pan. Swirl the butter around the pan 
so that the entire bottom and sides are coated. Set 
remaining butter and the pan aside. 


2. In a large mixing bowl, whisk the eggs until 
yolks and whites are thoroughly combined, gradually 
adding the milk. Strain the mixture into another 
bowl, then whisk in the sugar and honey. Pour the 
mixture into the prepared pan and drizzle remaining 
butter over the top. Half fill a larger pan with water 
(bain-marie) and put in the pan with the custard. 
The water should come up about two-thirds of 
the way 


3. Place in preheated oven and bake for 15 minutes 
until top begins to color. Reduce oven heat to 225° 
and bake for 45 to 50 minutes longer. 


4. Remove from oven. Custard is done when a cake 
tester or knife inserted in the center comes out clean. 
Run a knife around the sides while warm and let rest 
on a rack to cool, about 1 hour. Make diamond “taju” 
shapes by cutting straight lines from the top to the 
bottom of the pan, and then cut diagonally. Transfer 
to a covered container in one layer and refrigerate 
for several days before serving. A.

Business & Technology Park Breaks Ground

fter years of planning, shovels finally hit the 

dirt at the Francis S. Gabreski Airport, during 
a groundbreaking ceremony for the new Hamptons 
Business and Technology Park this past Tuesday. 

“It’s been decades in the making to get to this 
point,” says Gregg Rechler, managing partner of 
Rechler Equity, the firm developing the site. Rechler 
Equity Partners LLC was founded more than 55 years 
ago, and is the largest owner of commercial real 
estate on Long Island. 

“It just took a really long time for the county 
and the town and the community to get together,” 
Rechler says. “In 2006, a group of community leaders, 
town officials and county officials got together to 
come up with a plan that works for the property, 
and that everyone wants to see happen.” The town 
and community officials created an Airport Planned 
Development District, or APDD, and selected Rechler 
as the developer in 2009. “We negotiated a lease with 
the county, which became an 80-year ground lease, 
and today we’re breaking ground on the first of nine 
buildings.”

Francis S. Gabreski Airport was opened as the 
Suffolk County Army Air Force field in 1943, and 
became the Suffolk County Air Force Base in 1951, 
supporting many of the military functions, including 
the Suffolk County Missile Program. “It served as 
the sister air force base of Mitchel Field, which our 
family had the privilege of developing in the 1980s,” 
Rechler says. In 1969, the property was deeded from 
the federal government to the county and was meant 
to be run as a civilian air force base, with the idea of 
integrating economic growth and development into 
the community. Gabreski Airport remains the home 
to the Air National Guard’s 106th Rescue Wing. 

The Hamptons Business Park will encompass 
55 acres of the airport, and include offices, 
industrial space, a showroom, flexible research and 
development space, medical offices, and a 145-room 
hotel. The Park will be arranged in a state-of-the- 
art, campus-like layout, which will cater to each 
business’s needs, from an onsite daycare and gym to 
a restaurant and bank. 

“The first building will be up and running probably 
by January of next year, and we think it’s going to 
move rather quickly,” Rechler says. “We’ll probably 
start the second and third buildings within the next

couple months, which are 
going to be office buildings.” 
Rechler anticipates the 
project will be completed 
within the next few years. 
“We've actually sent out our 
first lease last week, so we're 
very excited,” he says. 

A key aspect of the 
project is its ability to boost 
employment and _= sustain 
growth on the East End. 


“The construction of 440,000 
square feet will bring a lot 
of jobs immediately,” Rechler 
says. “On a long-term basis, 
it’s going to really bring good, 
permanent jobs.” Rechler 
expects the Hamptons 
Business District will create 
| as many as 1,100 long-term 
| Sjobs. “It’s big and it’s great
